"Crops from the clay belt of 
Northern Ontario could feed the 
population of the whole prov- 
ince/' said Dr, W. C, Arkinstall. 
rCewmarket physician. 

Dr. Arkinstall, who lived and 
carried on his profession in the 
north country for years, came 
with his family to Newmarket 
from Hurst to open a practice a 
couple of years ago. He spoke 

to the Optimist club at the King 

George hotel Tuesday night, des- 
cribing the clay belt and pulp* 
wood areaSi the people who live 
there and seasoned his talk with 

''tall stories" of the north. 

The clay belt, consisting of 
many square miles of fertile land 
south of James Bpy, although po- 
.tentlally a large agricultural pro- 
duction area, is slow in being de- 
veloped, Dr, Arkinstall said, ■ For 
many years the few people who 
have cleared land and settled 
^.ere have gone without the com- 
forts »nd rtcndy incomes of the 
people in the ftouth and as a le-

The Meat Board increased the 
paying price for bacon purdias- 
ed under the U,K--Caoada Ag- 
reement by $1.25 per hundred- 
weight, it was announced in Ot- 
tawa this week. The increase 
was effective Monday and will 
apply on all grades, weights and 
selections of Wiltshire sides, and 
will mean a general A grade 
price of $33-75 per hundred- 
weight, compared to the pre- 
vious 32.50 per hundred- weight 
delivered at seaboard. It will be 
paid on all product into cure on 
and after Monday, October 2. 

Officials explained that this in- 
crease in price \vill be met out 
of reserves. Earlier in the year 
the hoard budgeted for a storage 
program, but owing to light de- 
liveries this expenditure has not 
been necessary and the price 5s 
now being raised for the balance 
of the present agreement for the 
purpose of distributing accumu- 
lated reserves to hog producers. 

Early in 1050, because of 
strong domestic demand, hog pri- 
ces advanced well above the ex- 
port value and have remained so 
throughout the summen During 
the past few weeks, there has 
been a sharp decline. In the 
past four weeks, these prices 
have fallen from §32. per hun- 
dred pounds to $29. at Winnipeg 
and from $33.50 to $30. at Tor- 
onto. 

Despite normal heavier fall 
deJiverios this new export price 
will prevent hog prices from 
dropping below the higher ex- 
port equivalent.

Ho said that everything points 
to an outstanding match this

One of the things which im- 
pressed Mr_ Carroll about the 
Ohio matches was the degree to 
which conservation was tied in 
with them.

plowing is an important part of 

the good fanning which is neces- 
sary in a conservation program. 
At this event they hold both 
their level land plowing and 
contour plowing matches- 
Then along with the plowing 
match there are a considei a:j!e 
number of machinery displays 
concerning conservation and the 
growing of crops. They do nol 
have nearly as many plowing 
competitions as are held at the 
International but there are fields 
for some distance around which 
have been ^planted to crops for 
demonstration purposes. These 
were similar to the potato dem- 
onstrations at this year's Inter- 
national, but much more exten- 
sive. 

So the visitors can see the de- 
monstrations and learn the pur- 
pose of Ihcmt there are organized 
tours on tractor-drawn wagons. 
When each demonstration is 
reached, officials are on hand to 
explain it lo the visitors. In all 
there were !15 tractors hanling 
ruhber tired wagons used for 
taking people on those tours, so 
there was every opportunity to 
Ece the things which interested 
the visitor most. 

Mn Carroll said something of 
this kind is planned for this 
3'ear*s International, though it 
will probably not be quite so ex- 
tensive. There will be tractors 
with wagons on hand at the main 
parking lots to transport visitors 
to the headquarters area and pos- 
sibly to other points of interest. 

So far as contour plowing is 
concerned, Mr, Carroll thought 
the time would come when con- 
tour plowing competitions would 
form part of the program of the 
International Plowing Match. 
However, he said it was general* 
ly agreed that a man who was 
n good plowman in level land 
work would also be a good con- 
tour plowman and that the main 
part of the work for such n com- 
petition would fall on the engin- 
eers in laying out the fields for 
contour plowing. 



Coming back to this year's 
International Plowing Match and 
farm machinery demonstration, 
Mr, Carroll had a word for those 
planning on competing. Compe- 
titors who want to have either 
a tractor or team provided should 
have made their application to 
the local commitlee by October 
2. However^ if they wish to 
bring their own tractor, the local 
committee wrill pay expenses at 
the rate of 50c per return mile, 
up to a maximum of 20. This 
does not apply to bringing your 

own team, however. There are 
plenty of good teams in the area 

for the use of competitors. How- 
ever > any plowman who still 
wishes to bring his own team 
will be provided with good stabl- 
ing and with feed for his animals.

There are competitions in contour plowing as well 
as level plowing at some of the matches in the United 
States. There is a possibility that contour plowing 
will be included in the International Matches in the 
future, but a press release quotes Mr. J. A. Carroll, 
secretarj' manager of the Ontario Plowmen's Associa- 
tion, as saying that it is gcneratly^ agi*eed that a good 
plowman on level land work would also be a good 
contour plowman and that the main part of the work for 
such a competition would fall on the engineers in lay- 
ing out the fields for contour plowing, 

' The International Matches are primarily concern- 
ed with pitting one plowman against the other. The 
educational and promotional aspects of the matches 
are more recent developments; Mr. Carroll's estimate 
of the value of contour plowing makes sense when 
applied to the competition only but it is a limited estimate 
j'n the light of the great educational opportunities tlie 
matches now offer. . , 

, The value of contour plowing competitions is not 
so much in the rivalty of the plowmen but in making 
those attending the matches more conscious of contour 
plowing as a means of soil and water conservation. 
Anything which tends to emphasize conservation is 
valuable and should be encouraged.

Until the issue has Ijeen settled, the distrihiitoi^ have 
been asked to [lay a voluatiiry ton cents a cwt. increase. 
■ There is a stmnK iKissihility that if the lufldncers' 
price is ifrantcd, the cost of milk may ti" iM» aniitlior cent 
ill T«mnto. T)iis would tend to reduce the amount of 
milk sold, and critics of thejiroihicers' demand have ar- 
gued that th« financial (fain of the new price woald he 
Jiiore than offset by a resultant drop in sides. 'I'he iiro- 
dticers reply that they can't aff>jrd to prnduco milk Jil 
present prices but if sales are cut down, those still inn- 
ducinjf will l>e al least able to do so profitably.

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'_'-• Will the establishment of a eonsertation authority 
for the Holland River watershed remain in the limbo 
of forgotten hopes until another drought revives it? 
The squirrel stores nuts for a long winter but so far, 
there has been no indication of even a SQUirreVs fore- 
sight in the waterahed. We continue to use the re- 
sources of the valley with not a thought towards the 
eventuahty of one day finding that we have passed the 
point where we can restore them. 

The dry summer last year encoui-aged some hope 

of action but that has since vanished. There was, if 

anything, too much rain this year and it washed away 
the memory of towered welis and dusty fields.

Per- 
haps the municipalities ai^ still waiting for his direc- 
ton- If so, it is a sorry excuse- The procedui^e for the 
establishment of a conservation authority rests as well 
with the municipaHties. They could, with very little 
effort, make a start without government suj^ervision.
